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Salem  State  Welcomes  President  Bonachea 


Dr.  Rolando  E.  Bonachea,  the 
first  Hispanic  college  president 
in  the  Massachusetts  system  of 
higher  education,  took  over  the 
helm  of  Salem  State  College  as 
its  eleventh  president  on  August  1 , 
1988.  A  Cuban  refugee,  he  also 
has  the  distinction  of  being  only 
one  of  two  people  of  Cuban 
extraction  to  hold  the  presidency 
of  a  United  States  college  or 
university. 


His  success  story  is  extraordinary:  fleeing  Cuba  in 
1960  at  age  17  with  25  cents  sewn  in  his  jacket 
lining  and  two  words  of  English  in  his  vocabulary. 
Dr.  Bonachea  has  overcome  ethnic  and  language 
barriers  to  capture  one  of  the  Commonwealth's 
leading  positions  in  higher  education  as  president 
of  Massachusetts'  largest  public  college. 
Dr.  Bonachea  earned  his  doctoral  degree  at 
Georgetown  University,  and  his  bachelor's  degree 
at  the  University  of  New  Mexico.  He  is  considered 
an  international  expert  in  the  realm  of  Latin 
American  Studies  and  U.S./Central  American 
Policy,  and  has  published  extensively  on  the 
Cuban  Revolution  and  U.S.  policy. 


Immediately  prior  to  assuming 
office  at  Salem  State  College. 
Dr.  Bonachea  had  been  Acting 
President  of  Duquesne  University 
in  Pittsburgh,  PA,  and  had  also 
served  Duquesne  as  its  Vice 
President  of  Academic  Affairs. 
His  other  previous  administrative 
experiences  include  Dean  of  the 
College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  of 
Saint  Louis  University,  MO,  and 
Associate  Dean  of  the  College  of 
Arts  and  Sciences  of  Boise  State 
University,  ID. 

Moreover,  he  is  a  nationally 
recognized  scholar  in  his  field  of 
Latin  American  Affairs,  and  has 
served  as  a  tenured  professor  of 
history  at  the  above  universities, 
and  at  Salem  State.  In  addition, 
he  has  lectured  to  not  only  students 
at  George  Washington  and 
Georgetown  Universities,  but  to 
members  of  the  U.S.  Senate,  to 
professionals  in  the  U.S.  State 
Department,  and  to  audiences  at 
innumerable  national  and 
international  conferences. 


Salem  State  College  first  opened 
in  1 854  as  the  State  Normal  School 
at  Salem,  in  the  old  Registry  of 
Deeds  at  the  corner  of  Broad 
Street  and  Summer  Street.  The 
School  moved  to  its  present 
address  in  1 896,  and  consisted  of 
only  one  building  then  known  as 
the  Academic  Building.  In  1913 
the  Training  School  was  built  and 
in  1935  it  was  renamed  the  Ho- 
race Mann  Training  School.  At 
this  time,  building  was  halted  and 
all  attention  was  focused  on  the 
academic  and  extra-curricular 
activities  of  the  students. 

In  1932  the  formal  name  of  the 
college  was  changed  to  State 
Teachers  College  at  Salem.  In 
1954,  the  name  was  again 
changed,  back  to  State  College 
at  Salem;  in  1955  the  campus 
began  to  take  the  shape  of  its 
present  stature.  In  this  year,  a 
multi-purpose  structure  was  built, 
housing  administrative  offices,  a 
cafeteria,  an  auditorium,  a  library, 
and  a  gym. 


The  Business,  Education,  Arts,  and 
Science  Building  was  erected  in 
1964,  and  in  1966  the  two  dormi- 
tories, the  Student  Union,  and  the 
Bell  Tower  were  added  to  the 
campus.  In  1969  the  Academic 
Building  was  dedicated  to  Ed- 
ward A.  Sullivan,  and  thus  re- 
named. 

During  the  early  seventies  the 
college  acquired  many  buildings, 
including  South  Campus,  which 
opened  in  1973,  the  Alumni 
House,  the  Education  House,  and 
the  President's  home.  In  1974  the 
library  was  added  to  the  Main 
Campus,  and  in  1976  the  final 
architectural  addition:  the 
O'Keefe  Sports  Complex.  In  1977 
the  Business,  Education,  Arts,  and 
Science  Building  was  dedicated 
to  Frederick  A.  Meir;  and  in  1988 
the  Student  Union  was  dedicated 
to  George  H.  Ellison. 

Within  the  time  we  have  been 
here,  we  have  seen  the  beautifi- 
cation  of  the  college  grounds, 
and  have  realized  its  potential 
for  growth.

Over  800  frozen  people  arrived  to  see  Meatloaf  on  February  9 
at  the  Salem  State  mainstage  auditorium.  Before  they  had  time 
to  thaw,  ex-Face  to  Face  vocalist  Laurie  Sargent  hopped  on  stage 
as  the  opening  act.  Performing  with  her  was  Adam  Steinberg  from 
Push  Push  on  guitar,  John  Cunningham  of  the  Raw  Dogs  on  the 
fiddle,  Jacque  Hughes  from  the  White  Walls  on  keyboards,  Todd 
Duve  and  Billy  Conway,  soundman  and  drummer  from  Treat  Her 
Right,  and  Hal  Cragin  on  bass  from  Boo  Radley  (formerly  Rubber 
Rodeo). 

When  Meatloaf  took  the  stage,  most  of  the  crowd  had  warmed 
up  a  bit,  and  greeted  the  'loafer  with  enthusiasm.  His  set  was  made 
up  of  eight  songs  and  two  encores,  but  each  song  averaged  over 
eight  minutes  in  length,  so  the  crowd  effectively  bounced,  sang, 
and  forgot  about  the  arctic  outside. 

Most  of  the  tunes  were  from  his  1977  album  Bat  Out  Of  Hell; 
"You  Took  The  Words  Right  Out  Of  My  Mouth  (Hot  Summer  Night)", 
"All  Revved  Up  And  No  Place  To  Go",  and  the  famous  favorite 
"Paradise  By  The  Dashboard  Light". 

The  auditorium  lights  came  on  and  everyone  began  to  pile  on 
the  clothes  they'd  shed  during  Mr.  Loaf's  act,  facing  the  frigid  walk 
to  their  cars,  but  warmed  within.

Some  people  are  frightened  by 
technology,  change  and  progress. 
Then  there  are  others  who  have 
braved  these  winds  and  survived 
as  living  icons  atop  the  waves  of 
a  new  age.  One  pioneer  is  Thomas 
Dolby;  that  gadgetarian  of  the 
technO-world,  who,  through  the 
years,  has  been  a  true  chameleon 
within  the  music  industry. 

With  the  arrival  of  the  early  80's 
came  an  army  of  innovators 
burning  with  a  passion  for  new 
ideas  and  a  love  of  technology. 
With  all  channels  of  navigation 
open,  they  disembarked  for 
the  American  shores  armed  with 
a  curious  new  weapon  called 
the  synthesizer. 

Behind  a  rack  of  computers, 
Dolby  set  forth  clear  examples  to 
the  Salem  State  students  of  how 
the  technology  of  today  helps  aid 
him  in  composition.  Using  prime 
examples  through  a  Macintosh  II 
projected  onto  a  viewing  screen, 
Dolby  went  through  step-by-step 
procedures  to  different  ways  of 
sampling,  transposing  and  visually 
creating  rhythms  and  melodies. 

At  the  end  of  it  all,  Dolby  set  up 
a  live  demonstration,  re-creating 
a  few  imporvised  bars  from 
"Windpower"  by  going  through 
each  fragment  in  real  time,  re- 
arranging parts  here  and  there 
whilst  tying  all  previous  techniques 
introduced  in  the  lecture. 

The  greatest  part  of  all  was  listening 
to  the  final  product  come  together 
and  realizing  that  it  wasn't  so 
mind-boggling  after  all. 


The  shuttle  Discovery  blasted  into  orbit  in  September,  the  first  space  flight  since 
the  shuttle  Challenger  mission  ended  tragically  73  seconds  after  liftoff  on  Jan.  28, 
1988.  The  Discovery  ended  its  successful  four-day,  1 .6  million  mile  mission  with  a 
triumphant  landing  at  Edwards  Air  Force  Base  in  California. 


Hurricane  Gilbert  rose  out  of  the  Caribbean  like  a  giant  wind  storm  in  late 
September.  By  the  time  it  lost  its  hurricane  status  over  northeastern  Mexico,  it 
had  killed  more  than  300  people,  left  hundreds  of  thousands  homeless  and 
caused  billions  of  dollars  in  damage  to  the  Caribbean,  Central  America, 

Mexico  and  the  United  States. 


The  summer  of  1988  was  hit  with  the  worst  drought  in  many  years.  Throughout 
the  midwest,  farmers  watched  helplessly  as  their  crops  went  dry. 


It  became  an  international  effort  of  good  will.  Russians  and  American  rescuers  cut 
through  the  ice  in  Alaska  to  save  two  California  gray  whales.  The  whales  were  trapped 
in  the  ice  for  more  than  three  weeks.  News  media  from  around  the  world  converged 
on  the  tiny  village  of  Barrow,  Alaska,  to  cover  the  successful  rescue. 


It  was  one  of  the  big  marriages  of  the  year.  Heavyweight  boxer  Mike  Tyson  married 
actress  Robin  Givens.  But  the  stormy  marriage  of  the  22-year-old  rich  boxer  and  the 
23-year-old  beautiful  actress  lasted  less  than  a  year.  She  filed  for  divorce.  But  after 
being  accused  of  marrying  "Iron  Mike"  for  his  money,  Ms.  Givens  said  she  wouldn't 

take  a  dime. 


Forest  fires  spread  throughout  the  western  part  of  the  country  in  the  summer  of  1988, 
destroying  millions  of  acres  of  national  parkland.  The  most  heavily  damaged  was 

Yellowstone  National  Park. 


The  Democrats  went  to  Atlanta  in  the  summer  of  1988,  and  decided  on  Michael 
Dukakis,  the  governor  of  Massachusetts,  to  be  its  candidate  for  President  of  the 
United  States.  He  decided  to  pick  Lloyd  Bentsen,  a  senator  from  Texas,  as  his 

running  mate. 


Vice  President  George  Bush,  after  serving  for  eight  years  in  the  Ronald  Reagan 
administration,  got  the  expected  nod  at  the  Republican  National  Convention  in 
New  Orleans  in  the  summer  of  1988.  His  choice  for  running  mate  was  unexpected  -- 
Sen.  Dan  Quayle  of  Indiana.  The  public  opinion  polls  showed  that  the  inexperienced 

41  year-old  senator  was  not  a  popular  choice. 


Amid  tears  and  grief,  thousands  of  people  who  had  died  of  AIDS  were  memorialized 
in  October  in  ceremonies  centered  on  a  huge  quiit  that  was  made  from  friends  and 
family  members  of  the  victims.  Each  of  the  panels  measured  three  feet  by  six  feet  and 
all  50  states  and  a  dozen  foreign  countries  were  represented  in  the  375,000  square 

foot  quilt. 
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The  World  Series  belonged  to  the  Los  Angeles  Dodgers.  The  Dodgers  captured  their 
sixth  World  Series  title  in  October  with  a  5-2  victory  over  the  Oakland  A's  in  the  fifth 

game  of  the  series. 
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Gretchen  Elizabeth  Carlson  cried 
as  her  name  was  announced  as 
Miss  America  1989.  The  22-year- 
old  Miss  Minnesota,  who  planned 
to  be  a  Harvard-trained  lawyer, 
became  the  first  classical  violinist 
to  win  the  Miss  America  crown. 
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Canadian  Ben  Johnson,  left,  looks 
over  at  arch  rival  Carl  Lewis  at  the 
finish  of  the  100-meter  race  in  the 
1988  Summer  Olympics  at  Seoul, 
South  Korea.  Johnson  won  the 
gold  medal  but  was  later  dis- 
qualified after  traces  of  an 
anabolic  steroid  was  found  in 
his  system.

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HAIR;  associate  this  word  with  the  shocking  Broad- 
way musical  of  1968,  and  a  parent  generation  of 
the  late  60's  still  lets  out  a  gasp  of  disbelief.  Mention 
the  play  to  a  person  coming  of  age  during  the  tur- 
bulent 60's  and  one  still  sees  a  glimmer  of  rebellious- 
ness  in  an  otherwise  tranquil  eye.  These  feelings 
were  soon  reignited  throughout  a  new  generation 
when  Salem  State  College  Theatre  presented  Ragni 
and  Rado's  HAIR,  THE  AMERICAN  TRIBAL  LOVE-ROCK 
MUSICAL,  under  the  direction  of  Thomas  Luddy. 

The  1968  production,  according  to  Luddy,  was 
"the  first  major  artistic  effort  put  fourth  by  a  counter 
culture  who's  values  and  concerns  questioned  those 
of  their  elders."  These  questions  focused  on  politics, 
war,  racism,  and  ecology. 

The  youth  movement  waited  for  answers,  and  in 
the  meantime  used  sex,  drugs,  and  rock-n-roll  to 
express  their  messages  of  peace,  love,  and  social 
justice.  They  explored  Eastern  philosopy  and  ques- 
tioned their  existence  of  what  became  known  as 
"Spaceship  Earth."  All  this  and  more  was  reflected 
in  S.S.C.'s  production  with  an  alarming  sense  of 
urgency. 

Luddy  explains.  "We  were  not  recreating  HAIR  as 
seen  in  '68,  we  were  creating  HAIR  as  it  was  meant 
for  1 989."  Salem  State's  production  hit  an  audience 
that  lives  daily  with  the  threat  of  nuclear  war,  an 
audience  that  read  about  a'  nuclear  disaster  in 
Russia  and  felt  compassion  and  sorrow  for  people 
who  are  supposedly  our  enemies.  It  hit  a  genera- 
tion that  looks  towards  space  as  an  escape  instead 
of  saving  the  world  it  now  destroys.  A  generation 
that  considers  the  very  words  "save  the  world" 
cliche. 
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PARK?  WHERE!? 

Park?  Where!? 

We  all  know  that  almost  every  com- 
muting student  in  this  college  is  crying 
about  the  parking.

Salem  State  Captures 

Howard  C.  Smith  Cup 

for  1988-1989 
by  Tom  Roundy 

The  Howard  C.  Smith  Cup  is  named  in 
honor  of  former  Massachusetts  State  College 
Trustee  Smith,  who  in  1970,  urged  the  athletic 
directors  of  the  State  Colleges  to  hold  a  series 
of  meetings  to  discuss  the  possibility  of  forming 
an  athletic  conference.  In  June  of  1971  an 
affirmative  agreement  was  reached  and  the 
Massachusetts  State  College  Athletic  Con- 
ference (MASCAC)  became  a  reality. 
During  the  MASCAC's  initial  year  of  ex- 
istence, its  member  colleges  voted  to  award 

a  Cup  annually  to  the  institution  which  ex- 
celled in  overall  athletic  team  achievements. 
Thus,  the  Howard  C.  Smith  Cup  was  established 
in  honor  of  Trustee  Smith  for  his  outstanding 
contributions  to  athletics. 
The  Salem  State  intercollegiate  athletic 
program  has  been  crowned  Smith  Cup 
Champion  1 1  times  including  an  unprecedented 
seven  straight  years  (1978  to  1985).  The  Cup 
is  awarded  to  the  MASCAC  institution  which 
compiles  the  most  points  based  on  the  place- 
ment of  each  of  its  teams  in  the  14  conference 
championships.  While  capturing  the  coveted 
Smith  Cup  eight  of  the  past  10  years,  Salem 
State  has  won  outright  or  shared  57  confer- 
ence titles  (30  for  the  men  and  27  for  the 
women)  for  an  average  of  five  MASCAC 
crowns  a  year.

Ken  Perrone,  returned  to  postseason  tournament 
play  for  the  sixth  time  in  the  past  seven  years. 
SSCwhowon  13  of  16  games  to  start  the  season, 
was  ranked  among  the  Top  10  Division  3  New 
England  colleges  the  entire  season  finishing  as 
the  No.  4  ranked  team  at  the  end  of  the  regular 
season.

For  an  unprecedented  21st  consecutive  year 
the  Viking  linksters  were  selected  to  compete  at  the 
NCAA  Championships  under  the  direction  of  23rd  year 
head  coach  George  Jacobson.  SSC  finished  8th  out 
of  21  colleges  who  took  part  in  the  four-day,  72  hole 
tournament  at  the  Lake  Panorama  National  Golf 

Course  in  Penora,  Iowa. 
The  Vikings  placed  among  the  top  10  colleges  for 
the  twelfth  time  in  their  21  national  championship 
appearances.  SSC  continued  its  domination  of  the

The  Lady  Viking  booters  -  competing  in  just 
their  third  season  as  a  varsity  program  -  won 
their  last  eight  regular  season  matches,  cap- 
tured their  first  ever  MASCAC  championship, 
and  were  selected  for  their  first  ever  NCAA 
postseason  tournament  appearance  under 
third  year  head  coach  Stephen  Sherriff. 
Despite  a  shaky  2-3  start,  SSC  settled  down 
and  won  eleven  of  their  final  13  matches 
knocking  off  many  of  New  England's  Division 
III  ranked  teams.  The  Lady  Vikings  NCAA 
tournament  opponent  was  Plymouth  State  - 
who  blanked  SSC,  7-0,  to  open  the  season. 
In  the  tournament,  however,  SSC  proved  to 
be  a  tough  opponent  for  the  two-time 
NCAA  New  England  champion.  The  final 
score,  3-0,  was  not  indicative  of  SSC's  play 
which  included  numerous  scoring  chances 
throughout  the  match.  Sherriff's  three-year 
SSC  coaching  record  at  the  conclusion  of  the 
1988  season  was  29  wins,  17  losses  and  3  ties. 
Sophomore  forward  Christine  Stowe  was 
SSC's  lone  All-MASCAC  first  team  selection 
while  senior  Lisa  Maney  (Back),  junior  Ann 
Green  (Forward)  and  sophomore  Jennifer 
Moquin  (Back)  received  All-MASCAC 
honorable  mention  honors.  Stowe  also 
selected  Team  MVP  and  All-New  England.

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Men's  Soccer 

Despite  finishing  in  a  three-way  tie  for  second  place  in  the  MASCAC,  the  Viking 
booters  were  selected  to  play  in  the  NCAA  Tournament  for  the  fifth  straight  season, 
won  the  New  England  Regional  Championship  for  the  second  consecutive  year 
(third  time  in  the  past  four  campaigns),  and  advanced  to  the  NCAA  Final  Four  for 
the  second  year  in  a  row  becoming  the  first  SSC  varsity  sports  program  to  appear 

in  an  NCAA  national  Final  Four  two  years  running. 
At  Rochester,  NY,  the  Vikings  came-from-behind  twice  to  tie  their  semi-final  match 
against  host  Rochester  Tech,  however,  felt  the  bitter  sting  of  defeat  being  edged  in 
a  penalty  kick  shootout,  3-2.  The  one  goal  deficit  was  the  same  margin  of  defeat 
the  Vikings  suffered  a  year  earlier  when  they  were  downed,  2-1 ,  in  the  semi-final 
round.  The  University  of  California  at  San  Diego  defeated  Rochester  Tech,  3-0,  to 
capture  the  1988  NCAA  Division  III  Soccer  Championship.  Ninth  year  SSC  head 
coach  Nicholas  Padovani  concluded  the  1988  season  with  a  career  record  of 

136  wins,  26  losses  and  19  ties. 
Senior  co-captains  Alvaro  Ibanez  (striker)  and  Michael  Persson  (defender)  were 
selected  to  the  All-New  England  Division  III  Team.  Ibanez  and  Persson  were  also 
selected  to  the  All-MASCAC  first  team  where  they  were  joined  by  sophomore 
midfielder  Jesper  Schonbeck.  All-MASCAC  honorable  mention  selections  were 
freshman  Peter  Solvstedt  (midfielder)  and  Georges  Marsoccaus  (defender)  and 
junior  defender  Leo  Sousa.  Ibanez  also  selected  Team  MVP  and  SSC  President's 
Cup  Award  Winner.  Persson  selected  SSCs  top  male  athlete  for  1988-89.  Ibanez 
and  Persson  were  also  chosen  All-America  and  Academic  All-America,  respectively. 


Field  Hockey 

The  Lady  Vikings  -  with  just  one  senior  on  their  roster  -  were  selected 
to  the  NCAA  Tournament  for  the  sixth  time  in  the  past  seven  seasons. 
Despite  taking  an  early  exit  in  postseason  play,  SSC  produced  another 
fine  campaign  with  each  of  its  four  losses  coming  to  postseason 
tournament  teams.  The  Lady  Vikings  had  two  goals  called  back  in 
their  2-1  tournament  loss  to  number  four  ranked  Cortland. 
The  other  highlight  of  the  1988  season  to  go  along  with  third  straight 
NCAA  bid  was  the  hosting  of  the  first  ever  SSC-Bentley  Harvest  Inter- 
national Tournament  played  at  SSC's  Aliumni  Field.  The  tournament 
was  won  by  the  University  of  Rhode  Island  with  Kutztown  (PA)  second, 
SSC  third  and  Bentley  fourth.  Ninth  year  SSC  head  coach  Maryellen 
McGee  concluded  the  1988  season  with  a  career  record 

of  123  wins.33  losses  and  14  ties. 
Junior  forward  Lisa  Beers  was  SSC's  only  first  team  All-MASCAC 
selection  while  junior  Michelle  Caron  (halfback)  and  sophomore 
Danielle  Mann  (back)  recieved  All-MASCAC  honorable  mention 


Ice  Hockey 

The  Vikings,  under  eighth  year  head  coach 
Bill  O'Neill,  were  selected  to  the  ECAC  East 
Region  Playoffs  for  the  16th  straight  season. 
SSC  captured  its  own  tournament  -  The  SSC 
Hockey  Classic  -  in  thrilling  fashion  downing 
St.  Anselm  5-4  in  double  overtime.  It  marked 
the  fifth  consecutive  season  the  Vikings  won 
their  own  tourney.  An  unusual  scenario  un- 
folded in  the  MASCAC  when  three  schools 
finished  in  a  tie  for  first  place  with  4-1  records. 
SSC,  North  Adams  and  Fitchburg  all  laid 
claim  to  the  MASCAC  ice  hockey  title.  For 
SSC  its  share  of  the  MASCAC  crown  marked 
the  15th  time  in  18  years  the  Vikings  have 
either  shared  or  won  the  conference  title. 

Five  Vikings  were  voted  to  the  MASCAC 
all-star  teams  as  either  first  or  second  team 
members.  Earning  first  team  honors  were 
seniors  John  Sullivan  (forward)  and  Ron 
Lescinskas  (defense).  Senior  goaltender 
John  Hurley,  junior  forward  John  O'Neill  and 
sophomore  defenseman  Chris  Vlachos  were 
SSCs  second  team  selections.  Sullivan  and 
O'Neill  honored  as  second  team  All-ECAC 
East  Region  all-stars.

Women's  Track  &  Field 

The  Lady  Vikings  produced  their  best  finish  ever 
at  the  ECAC  Championship  placing  19th  as  a  team 
out  of  the  36  colleges  which  participated.  Fourth 
year  head  coach  Stephen  Czarnecki  continues  to 
build  the  ever- improving  program. 
Sophomore  Tina  LeDuc  selected  Team  MVP. 


Men's  Track  &  Field 

For  the  second  consecutive  year  the  Vikings 
placed  fourth  at  the  annual  MASCAC  Champion- 
ships. Prior  to  last  year,  SSC  had  not  finished  higher 
than  fifth  place  as  a  team  over  a  five  year  period. 
Junior  Michael  Sedgewick  selected  Team  MVP 
for  the  third  straight  year. 


Volleyball 

The  Lady  Vikings  posted  a  strong  MASCAC  record  finishing  as  conference 
runners-up  to  Bridgewater  State.  It  marked  the  second  straight  season  in  which 
the  Lady  Vikings  had  compiled  a  5-1  MASCAC  record.  SSC's  Pest  stretch  of 
play  came  in  mid  OctoPer  when  head  coach  Bette  Bailey's  squad  captured 
five  of  seven  matches  including  three  of  their  five  MASCAC  wins.  SSC  also 
hosted  its  annual  invitational  tournament  which  features  some  of  the  best 
Division  III  programs  in  New  England.  This  year's  SSC  Invitational  winner  was 
M.l.T.  with  a  7-0  record.  Bailey  -  who  finished  up  her  20th  season  at  the  SSC 
helm  -  will  enter  the  1 989  season  with  a  career  record  of  2 1 8  wins  and  1 98  losses. 

Seniors  Janna  Preman  (Setter)  and  Julie  Parsons  (Hitter)  were  selected 
All-MASCAC  first  team  selections.  Parsons  also  selected  SSC  Team  MVP. 


Men's  and  Women's  Cross  Country 

The  men  s  and  women's  programs  -  under  the  direction  of  third  year 
head  coach  Stephen  Czamecki  continue  to  show  steady  improvement 
with  the  passing  of  each  fall.  This  fall  the  two  teams  comPined  to  produce 
a  first  when  Poth  finished  third  at  the  MASCAC  Championships.  Both  teams 
also  comPined  for  dual  match  victories  over  Merrimack  and  Gordon 
Colleges.  Czarnecki  has  upgraded  the  schedules  each  year  with  SSC 
competing  against  the  top  programs  among  New  England's  Division  III  elite. 

Karen  Whitcher  placed  fourth  at  the  MASCAC  Championship  thus 
earning  All-conference  honors.  Whitcher  also  named  SSC  Team  MVP  for 
the  women  and  Stephen  Donnelly  named  Men's  MVP. 
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Women's  Basketball 

The  Lady  Vikings,  under  eighth  year  coach  Tim  Shea, 
posted  their  seventh  straight  22-or-more-wins  season 
while  also  being  selected  for  the  NCAA  Tournament 
for  the  seventh  consecutive  year.  SSC  also  captured 
the  MASCAC  for  the  sixth  time  in  the  past  seven  seasons. 
The  Lady  Vikings'  12-0  MASCAC  record  duplicated 
SSC's  1987-88  conference  finish.  SSC  was  ranked  No.  6 
in  both  the  NCAA  New  England  and  NEWBA  Coaches 
polls  conducted  at  the  conclusion  of  the  regular  season. 
Seeded  No.  4  for  the  NCAA  Northeast  Regional,  SSC 
was  blown  out  by  top  seeded  Clark,  70-40.  After  the 
Vikings  rattled  off  16  straight  wins  prior  to  the  tournament 
they  finished  the  1988-89  campaign  losing  their  two 

NCAA  postseason  games. 
Two  Lady  Vikings  earned  First  Team  All-MASCAC 
honors.  Senior  center  Elaine  Burns  and  junior  guard 
Darlene  Lamprey  were  SSC's  all-conference  selections. 

Lamprey  also  selected  SSC  Team  MVP. 


Men's  Basketball 

The  Vikings,  under  second  year  coach  Jim  Todd, 
achieved  their  preseason  goals  en  route  to  an  im- 
pressive 21-6  final  record.  SSC  -  despite  being  un- 
ranked  in  the  New  England  and  national  preseason 
polls  -  posted  a  fine  9-2  record  against  non-con- 
ference opponents  over  the  first  two  months  of  the 
season.  The  Vikings  defeated  many  ranked  teams 
throughout  the  season  of  their  climb  to  the  top 
spot  in  New  England's  Division  III  (which  they  oc- 
cupied for  three  straight  weeks  in  February)  and 
No.  8  national  ranking.  SSC  captured  14  consecutive 
games  (including  nine  straight)  during  their  stay  at 
the  top  of  N.E.  prior  to  losing  to  archrival  North 
Adams.  For  the  second  year  in  a  row  SSC  and 
North  Adams  finished  the  regular  season  as  co- 
champions  in  the  MASCAC  (11-1).  SSC's  21-4 
regular  season  mark  earned  it  a  bid  to  the  NCAA 
Tournament  -  the  program's  first  bid  since  1986 
and  fifth  NCAA  appearance  of  the  1980  s. 
The  Vikings  placed  four  players  on  the  MASCAC 
all-stars  -  two  on  the  first  team  and  a  pair  on  the 
second.  Senior  forward  Billy  Hurynowicz  and 
freshman  guard  Jim  Edgehill  were  first  team  all- 
conference  selections  while  senior  guard  Kevin 
Poole  (fourth  year  in  a  row)  and  junior  forward 
Bobby  Francis  were  second  team  members. 
Edgehill  was  also  honored  as  ECAC  New  Englana 
Division  III  Rookie  of  the  Year.  Poole  was  selected 
second  team  All-New  England  for  the  second 
straight  year.  Hurynowicz  also  honored  as  SSC 

Team  MVP. 


Women's  Tennis 

For  the  second  consecutive  fall  season  SSC  could 
lay  claim  to  the  MASCAC  Championship  after  being 
declared  co-champion  with  Bridgewater  State.  The 
Lady  Vikings  -  who  captured  the  MASCAC  outright 
in  1987  -  shared  top  honors  with  BSC  after  both  finished 
the  MASCAC  season  -  which  consisted  of  only  three 
matches  -  with  identical  2-1  records.  The  abbreviated 
MASCAC  schedule  came  about  when  Fitchburg  and 
Worcester  dropped  their  programs  just  prior  to  the 
start  of  the  season.  SSC  was  guided  by  first  year 
236  head  coach  Ken  Korthas  who  replaced  Colleen 

Honohan  -  who  served  just  one  year. 
Suzanne  Henry  named  Team  MVP.  Kim  Baril 
selectedAII-MASCAC. 


Men's  Tennis 

The  Vikings,  under  20th  year  head  coach 
Grant  Longley,  put  it  all  together  during 
MASCAC  play  in  the  fall  posting  a  perfect 
6-0  record  while  capturing  the  MASCAC 
tennis  title  for  the  eleventh  time  since  the 
conference  was  formed  in  1971.  SSC 
Pettered  its  1987  second  place  MASCAC 
finish  (5-1)  and  avenged  its  lone  loss  to 
North  Adams  defeating  the  Mohawks,  6-3. 
SSC  displayed  drastic  improvement  this 
spring  (after  going  0-13  in  1988)  winning 
six  of  1 3  matches  to  gualify  for  the  New 
England  Championships.  At  the  New 
Englands.the  Vikings  placed  14th  out  of 
32  teams  while  placing  fourth  among  the 
Division  3  colleges  which  competed. 
Longley  will  enter  next  spring's  season 
(there  will  no  longer  Pe  a  fall  season  for 
the  men)  with  a  career  record  of  255 
wins  and  1 1 1  losses,  all  at  SSC. 
SSC  was  well  represented  on  the  All-

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Softball 

The  Lady  Vikings,  under  second  year  head 
coachKathy  O'Leary,  improved  on  their  final  record 
forthesecond  consecutive  season  by  posting  a  13-12 
markafter  finishing  10-21  in  1988.  SSC  showed 
dramatic  improvement  against  MASCAC  opponents 
going  8-4  to  place  second  in  the  conference 
after  finishing3-9  in  1 988.  After  a  0-6  start,  SSC 
captured  nine  of  theirnext  ten  games.  Despite  losing 
five  of  their  next  six  the  Lady  Vikings  finished  strong, 
winning  four  of  their  last  five  games. 
Four  Lade  Vikings  were  honored  as  All-MASCAC 
selections.  Third  baseman  Cindy  Gorski,  shortstop 
JoAnne  Dooley  and  outfielder  Alissa  Fila  were  voted 
first  team  All-MASCAC  members  while  DH  Tara 
Cattagiowas  named  All-MASCAC  honorable  mention.

Gymnastics 

The  Lady  Vikings,  under  fifth  year  coach  Carla  Scuzzarella,  embarked  on 
their  toughest  regular  season  schedule  in  five  years.  Competing  against  some 
of  the  top  programs  in  the  country  (Ithaca,  Southern  Conn.  State,  Cortland 
State  and  Division  1  Brown  University)  the  Lady  Vikings  were  able  to  produce 
a  winning  season  (7-5)  and  solid  record  (7-3)  in  Division  III.  And  for  the  fourth 
consecutive  year  and  fifth  time  in  the  past  six  years  SSC  captured  the  New 
England  Division  III  Championships.  The  Lady  Vikings  placed  fourth  at  the 
ECAC's  held  in  Trenton,  NJ,  but  for  the  first  time  in  four  years  did  not  earn  a 

team  bid  to  the  national  tournament. 
Junior  all-around  performer  Jill  Russell  continued  her  dominance  of  the 
New  England  Division  III  Region  by  capturing  firsts  in  the  floor  exercise  and 
vault  to  finish  runner-up  in  the  all-around.  Russell  also  placed  first  on  balance 
beam  at  the  ECAC's  while  finishing  sixth  in  vaulting  at  the  National  Champ- 
ionship to  earn  All-America  honors.  Freshman  Marissa  King  was  SSC's  other 
performer  at  the  nationals  where  she  placed  10th  in  floor  exercise.  Russell 
also  selected  Team  MVP  and  SSC  President's  Cup  Award  winner. 


Swimming 

The  Lady  Vikings,  despite  a  losing  record,  qualified  a  school  record  nine 
swimmers  for  the  New  England  Division  III  Championships.  SSC's  Participation 
at  the  New  England's  marked  the  third  straight  year  the  Lady  Vikings  competed 
against  the  top  competition  from  the  region.

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Bonachea  Resigns  as  President  of  SSC 

Rolando  E.  Bonachea  has  resigned  as  president  of  Salem  State  College  effective  Monday, 

May  15,1989. 

In  issuing  his  letter  of  resignation  to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  Bonachea  said,  "I  regret  that  what 
is  and  should  have  been  a  personal  matter  has  jolted  the  Salem  State  community.  It  is  for 
that  reason  that  I  feel  I  must  remove  myself  from  the  presidency  to  restore  the  necessary  stability  that 
will  enable  Salem  State  to  continue  to  move  forward  on  the  many  important  projects  that  we 

began  this  year. 

Likewise,  as  a  private  citizen,  this  will  enable  me  to  concentrate  my  energies  on  responding  to 
and  resolving  the  issues  surrounding  the  court  petition.  I  was  honored  to  have  served  the  faculty, 
staff  and  students  during  this  academic  year.  I  also  felt  a  distinct  sense  of  privelege  in  serving  the 

Board  of  Trustees  of  Salem  StateCollege." 
Upon  learning  of  his  intentions,  L.  Lee  Harrington,  Chairman  of  the  Board,  said  "On  behalf 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  I  accept  the  resignation  of  Rolando  E.  Bonachea.  I  am  fully  cognizant 

of  the  contributions  he 

has  made  to  Salem  State  College  in  the  short  time  he  has  been  there.  The  Board  understands 

his  reasons  for  resigning.' 
Harrington  will  assume  the  position  of  acting  president  until  the  Board  of  Trustees  meets  on 
Wednesday,  May  17,  and  discusses  the  selection  of  a  more  permanent  interim  president. 


SSC  Reaches  Agreement  with  Former  President 


Salem  State  College  Acting  President  Kenneth  J.  Mcllraith  announced  today  that  an 
agreement  has  been  reached  between  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  Dr.  Rolando  E.  Bonachea, 

former  President  of  the  College. 
In  exchange  for  the  educational  and  consulting  services  that  are  described  below  --  all 
of  which  are  to  be  rendered  between  now  and  May  31 , 1990  -  and  in  exchange  for  his 
relinquishing  all  claims  against  the  College,  including  his  claim  to  a  tenured  position  as  a  member 
of  its  faculty.  Dr.  Rolando  E.  Bonachea  will  receive  compensation  from  Salem  State  in  the 
total  amount  of  $56,000.  Dr.  Bonachea  will  perform  his  services  off-campus  and  will  report 

directly  to  the  Acting  President. 
Mr.  Mcllraith  stated  that  the  consulting  assignment  will  be  in  keeping  with  a  key  aspect 
of  the  long-range  plan  of  the  College  to  "insure  an  avenue  of  access  and  provide  support 
to  ethnic  minorities  and  those  who  traditionally  have  limited  access  to  higher  education." 
Specifically.  Dr.  Bonachea  will  develop  a  plan  to  improve  and  increase  minority  enrollment 
and  faculty  recruitment;  to  develop  a  cross-cultural  educational  awareness  program 
that  will  sensitize  the  members  of  the  college  community  to  the  rights  and  needs  of  all 
persons;  and  to  develop  a  proposal  as  regards  a  comprehensive  curriculum  in  Latin 

American  studies. 

Mr.  Mcllraith  stated  that  he  was  pleased  with  the  settlement  for  it  relieved  the  College 
of  a  potentially  expensive  tenure  problem.  At  the  same  time,  it  provides  the  College  with 
a  constructive  program  to  assist  it  in  achieving  its  goals  relevant  to  minority  students, 
faculty  and  other  College  employees. 
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
